sued by West. 

Action to remove the sheriff, 
public administrator and treasurer 
from office was threatened by the 
Laguna spp-rvisor if the officials 
failed to turn in their fees by Dec. 
5. The fight grew out of the new 
salary ordinance, drawn up by 
West and Supervisor John Mitchell 
with the aid of outside legal ad¬ 
vice.

Tokyo Snubs Protest 
Of England, France 

WA.SHINGTON. Secretary 

Hull announrerl today that the 
United States ha.s served a virtual 
demand on the Japane.se govern¬ 
ment that it ron.siilt with this 
g’overnment before undertaking 
any changes in the Chinese mari¬ 
time customs. 

The secretary of stale revealed 
this at his press conference in 
elaboi’ating upon new repi’esenta- 
tions lodged with the Tokyo for¬ 
eign office yesterday by American 
Ambassador Joseph C. Grew. 

The new representations. ma»le 
in a formal note, set forth this 
government’s view that the Chi¬ 
nese customs or-ganization should 
be pre.served. 

The note added, Hull asserted, 
the Unitefl States should be con¬ 
sulted about any question con¬ 
cerning a reorganization of the 
customs. 

Thi.s step was taken following 
reports the Japanese military in 
Shanghai were preparing to take 
over the customs. 

Hull refrainetl from comment¬ 
ing on a reported statement by a 
foreign office spokesman in Tokyo 
that Japan was not obligated to 
consult other nations in its activi¬ 
ties in the conquered Chinese ter¬ 
ritory. 

The American goveiniiient. Grew 
said, will be greatly concerned if 
the Japane.se authoritie.s at Shang¬ 
hai flo anything which will inter¬ 
fere with the functioning of the 
customs service and the distribu¬ 
tion of cu.stoms revenues. 

A major portion of these rev¬ 
enues are pledged by the ('hine.se 
government for the servicing of 
foreign obligations. 

Great Britain and France are 
understood to have made similar 
representations at Tokyo inde¬ 
pendently.

HOME BUILDER 

WASHINGTON, (m — This is 
how President Roosevelt’s proposed 
amendment of the National Hous¬ 
ing act would help the man of 
moderate income build a home: 

The necessary down payment for 
Federal Housing Administration 
mortgage insurance would be cut 
in half. On a $5000 house the 
down payment would be $500 in¬ 
stead of $1000 as at present. 

Carrying charges on the mort¬ 
gage would be cut. Payments on 
a $5000 20-year mortgage would 
begin, for instance, at $34 a month 
instead of $37.14 as under the 
present FHA schedule. In addi- ^ 
tion, the total monthly payment 
would be reduced more rapidly be¬ 
cause the insurance fee, now a 
flat $2.08 a month on a $5000 
mortgage, would decline as the 
principal of the mortgage out¬ 
standing was reduced.

WASHINGTON. (A>l - What is 
low-cost housing? 

The National Bureau of Stand¬ 
ards, which is seeking the cheap¬ 
est practical materials for home 
construction, said today a five- 
room house is “low cost" when it 
can be built for less than $5000 
without sacrificing efficiency and 
strength. 

The bureau considers the follow¬ 
ing as absolute top prices for the 
vital parts of a “low cost” house: 

Walls, 60 cents a square foot; 
partitions, 35 cents a square foot; 
floors, including the ceiling of the 
floor below, 75 cents a square foot; 
roof including the ceiling below, 
60 cents a square foot; heating 
plant, $400; lighting, $180; kitchen 
equipment Including plumbing, 
refrigeration and storage equip¬ 
ment, $320; bathroom equipment. 
Including special wall and floor 
finishes, plumbing and fixtures, 
$400. 


REPUBLICANS CHEER 
HOUSING PROPOSAL 

WASHINGTON. (A») — Republi¬ 
cans, as well as Democrats, 
cheered the objectives of President 
Roosevelt’s housing program, to¬ 
day, but many warned against ex¬ 
pecting “miracles.” 

Chairman Wagner (D., N. Y.) 
of the senate banking committee, 
who Introduced legislation to 
carry out the recommendations to 
liberalize the housing act, said 
committee hearings would start 
within a day, or two. 

Senators Copeland (D., N. Y.), 
Clarke (D., Mo.) and Vanden- 
berg (R., Mich.), critics of some 
new deal measures endorsed the 
President’s proposals. 

Republican Leader McNary of 
Oregoncriticlzed what he said was 
a lack of suggestions to eliminate 
“destructive warfare among labor 
organizations.” 

"It is an interesting statement 
but nowhere is there reference to 
the fundamentals necessary to re¬ 
store confidence or to guarantee 
employment by composing the de¬ 
structive warfare among labor or¬ 
ganizations,” he said.

LAS VEGAS, Nev. IJP< The 
desert prospector has traded his 
burro for an outboard motor. 

As the largest man-made lake 
in the world baok.s up into the bad 
lands behind Boulder dam, it i.s 
giving him new and ea-sy access to 
long hidden mineral trea.sure.s. 

At the same time it i.s bringing 
bathing beaches and boating to 
arid communities that never have 
known water sports. 

“There is territory now acces¬ 
sible that never has been pros¬ 
pected,” says R. G. Knickerbocker, 
who represents the U. S. Bureau 
of Mines at Boulder City. "There 
have been 30 or 40 men prospect¬ 
ing around the lake since August.” 

Lake Mead, as the big reservoir 
is called, is now 108 miles long. 
Its 500 miles of shore line extend 
into reaches of the Colorado and 
Virgin rivers and their tributaries 
where the white man may never 
hav'e .set foot. 

Gold is the chief lure that is 
taking miners putt-putting over 
the new lake, but the region also 
contains copper, lead, silver, zinc, 
borax, gypsum, salt and other 
minerals. So far there have been 
no -sensational strikes. 

Most advanced of the new "sea¬ 
going miners” are O. W. Yate.s 
and associates. On a barge, chris¬ 
tened the Queen Mary, they are 
.shipping gold ore from some old 
workings in Iceberg canyon to a 
Union Pacific railhead at Boulder 
City. 

Squalls on the usually serene 
desert lake sometimes whip up 
five-foot waves and miners have 
.gone hungry waiting for their 
supply boats. 

Power from the dam which 
has the world’s largest hydro-elec¬ 
tric development also has given 
a fillip to mining. A line has been 
run to the big silver-lead workings 
at Ploclie at a cost of $900,000, 
and the Las Vegas chamber of 
commerce is talking of a $5,500,-

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CHANGES IN 
MARITIME 
LAWS URGED 

Speaker Asks Subsidy 
For Merchant Marine 

ST. LOUIS. (JP )—Predicition that 
the “feeling of pessimism” now 
prevalent concerning the future of 
the American merchant marine 
will be replaced by confidence 
-within five years—if congress 
amends the maritime laws—was 
made today before the Mississippi 
V'alley association by N. O. Ped- 
rick, New Orleans shipping ex¬ 
ecutive. 

He urged congress delegate au¬ 
thority to the maritime commis¬ 
sion to grant a ship construction 
differential subsidy “in excess of 
50 per'cent of the American cost 
of building if it (the commission) 
determines a greater subsidy is 
necessary to meet competition.” 

The shipping executive praised 
the recent report of the United 
States maritime commission and 
recommended the merchant ma¬ 
rine act be amended to include 
the suggestions made by the com¬ 
mission. 

‘Lost’ Concerto 
Heard in Berlin 

BERLIN. (^1 — Robert Schu¬ 
mann's “lost" D-flat violin con¬ 
certo has been given to the world 
of music 84 years after its birth. 

Adolf Hitler’s favorite violinist, 
Georg Kulenkampff, interpreted 
its lyrical solo parts when the 
concerto had its world premiere 
with the Berlin philharmonic or¬ 
chestra Chancellor Hitler was in 
the audience. 

The concerto was lost when 
Schumann was sent to a mental 
asylum for the last two years of 
his life. The Prussian state library 
obtained the original manuscript 
in 1907 and agreed the concerto 
would not be played until a cen¬ 
tury after the composer's death 
in 1856. 

This restrictive clause was fi¬ 
nally rescinded.

WASHINGTON. (.PI — Sartorial 
experts discovered today that the 
.supreme court--by a six to three 
decision—has switched to gayer 
neckwear. 

Heretofore the court has divided 
five to four in favor of judicial 
black. 

This review is not based on 
hearsay evidence or casual ob¬ 
servation, but on close .scrutiny of 
the chokers chosen by the justices 
for their last two official photo¬ 
graphs. 

The previous lineup, based on 
a 1932 picture, was: 

Chief Jiustiee Hughes, narrow 
stripe; McReynolds, black bow; 
Brandeis, small polka dot; Suther¬ 
land, triple-stripe design; Butler, 
faint stripe; Stone, Roberts, Car- 
dozo, and Can Devanter, black. 

Three of the justices reversed 
their ta.ste in 1937. 

Justice Stone went from'black 
to a figured foulard . . . McRey¬ 
nolds from black to a small figure 
. . . and Brandeis went conserva¬ 
tive, forsaking a polka for black. 

Justice Van Devanter's retire¬ 
ment took away one vote for the 
somber-hued side, but his succes¬ 
sor, Ju.stice Black, wore a tie 
spangled with big dots. 

Justices Butler and Sutherland 
have toned down for 1937, but they 


still are among the lively-tinted 
majority. 

Butler switched from a stripe 
to a pa.stel, and Sutherland from 
the loudest tie of last year to a 
polka dot midway in size between 
those of Black and the chief jus¬ 
tice. 

For the sake of the record, cer¬ 
tain .sartorial quibblers appealed 
the 1932 decision, arguing that I

APPROVED 

SAN FRANCISCO. (Ah—A state 
1 supreme court decision today, 

[ holding that the special Southern 
California prison commission has 
power to bring a condemnation 
suit for the desired site, cleared 
away obstacles which have been 
delaying construction of the new 
! prison at Chino. 

A commission was established 
by the legislature in 1935 to select 
a site and build the prison. How* 
ever, owners of the iand chosen, 
the American Crystal Sugar com¬ 
pany and the Chino Land and 
Water company, refu.sed to sell. 

The State of California then 
instituted eminent domain pro¬ 
ceedings to get the land con¬ 
demned, but the land owners pro¬ 
tested that the state was not the 
proper party to bring the suit, and 
that the commission itself should 
appear as plaintiff. 

A superior court in San Ber¬ 
nardino county refused to dismiss 
these objections and the case was 
then hurried to the superme court 
on a petition for a writ of man¬ 
date to compel the lower court to 
go ahead with the trial. 

The high court held that despite 
the fact the special legislative act 
creating the commission failed to 
state specifically the commission 
should be empowered to bring 
condemnation proceedings this 
power was nevertheless implied 
when the commission was directed 
to “provide for the purchase” of a 
site, and to “establish” the prison. 

The original condemnation suit 
was filed last Jan. 2. Now a new 
one must he ins tituted.

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TOUGH DAY'S WORK FACES SUPERVISORS 


VITAMIN 'S' 
TOPIC FOR 
SERMON 


An Interesting analysis of why 
practicing religion is essential to 
the man and woman of today was 
projected yesterday morning from 
his pulpit in the First Baptist 
church by the Rev. Harry Evan 
Owings. 

His sermon, entitled "Vitamin 
'.S,' ” follows in part: 

"Some years ago some .sailors on 
a long voyage, during which they 
did not touch a port, had plenty 
of good food for the entire time, 
but strangely enough broke out 
with a scurvy. When the reason 
for it was sought it was discov¬ 
ered that their diet lacked a cer¬ 
tain e.s.sential supplied by such 
foods as fresh fruit and vegetables. 
Their adequately fed bodies so far 
as bulk was concerned were not 
well fed .so far as content was 
concerned. There was lacking a 
certain vitamin. 

MTAMIX 

"Tne church exists to supply 
man with what may be called a 
vitamin, a spiritual vitamin which 
it has been discovered is essential 
to healthy and joyous life. It has 
to do with spiritual vision and up¬ 
lift. and may be designated as 
Vitamin '.S.’ Long ago an ancient 
writer said, 'Man is not to live by 
bread only but by every thing that 
proceedeth from God.’ 

“So eminent a psychologist as 
Henry Link, in 'The Return to Re¬ 
ligion,’ tells us that he forces him- 
.self to go to church even though 
he wakens on .some Sunday morn¬ 
ings and IS in the mood for staying 
home. But he takes himself in 
hanil anil di.sciplines himself on 
Sundays as he docs the other six 
mornings of the week. And as a 
result lie holds his head higher, his 
heart sings, and his life takes on 
a new tone and quality. Dr. Link 
then goes on to explain that he 
floes this for the reason that 
through years of giving treatments 
to people with nervous disorders 
and disturbances he fotmil himself 
telling his nervous sufferers to find 
what they needcfl in what religion 
and the church was sttpplying. 
Rather indifferent to the church 
during a number of years, he de- 
cirlefl to do what he was telling 
his patients to do for their benefit.

".Many people are .saying, 'I can 
get along very .satisfactorily with¬ 
out what your church has to give.’ 
And they think they are doing it. 
They actually seem to he doing it. 
And yet the discriminating friends 
who analyze them frankly detect 
even in the most likable and capa¬ 
ble ones something that is mi.ssing, 
a lack of the spiritual element, a 
fleficiency of Vitamin ’.S,’ 'Main¬ 
tain the spiritual glow,’ wrote 
I’aul to the Romans, 

"Then, too, the folk who are 
rkeptieal of what the church can 
flo for them ask how hymn sing¬ 
ing and prayers and sermons each 
Sunday can ilo anything to help 
them grow a soul.

What is perhaps the quietest 
WPA unit in Santa Ana is located 
at the Fuller building on West 
Fourth street where is situated 
the magazine reading and clipping 
unit of the Works Progress admin¬ 
istration in Orange county. No one 
here talks; for reading and talking 
don’t mix. 

Six hours each day the men and 
women here read magazines, clip 
the factual sto” es in them and 
carefully file them away under the 
Dewey decimal system. 

The service is constantly in de¬ 
mand by approximately 30 gram¬ 
mar and high schools in the coun¬ 
ty and the Santa Ana public li¬ 
brary, and since the unit here was 
opened three months ago, 50,000 
magazine articles on more than 
550 subjects have been read, class¬ 
ified and filed. Subjects covered 
range from bed time stories to 
highly technical discussions. 

Large proportion of the work 
carried on here is done under spe¬ 
cific orders of the library and 
schools in .subjects on which they 
desire information. More than 
1000 pictures have been mounted 
on cardboard for display purposes 
in visual education.

To Employes

In New York they broadcast a hospital operation. 
The leading man was speechless. 


Whenever it begins to seem that 
the big employer has got religion 
at last and resolved to play nice 
henceforth, along comes some¬ 
thing like a little brochure from 
the Douglas Aircraft Co., from 
which I will quote in a minute, 
and you have to penalize the boss 
half the distance to the goal. 
Douglas had CIO trouble at its 
Northrop plant, near Inglewood, 
Calif., and the company claims 
that the union, a local of the 
United Automobile Workers, vio¬ 
lated a contract by calling a strike 
on Sept. 2. The strike was broken 
and the plant was reopened. 

The men who returned to work 
were required to sign individual 
contracts with the company, and 
it is in some of the terms of that 
contract that the company reveals 
itself. 

This information comes not 
from the U. A. W. or the CIO, but 
from the public relations, or 
publicity, department of Douglas 
under the name of Donald Douglas 
himself. 

The first article says, among 
other things, "I agree that I will 
not go on strike” and not “indulge 
singly or jointly with others in 
slow-down or pace-making” and 
that "if I do the commi.ssion of 
any of these acts will be an agreed 
cause of discharge.” 

• « • 

SURRENDERS RIGHTS 

So right at the start the em¬ 
ployee must surrender his most re¬ 
liable economic weapon, the right 
to strike. He also promises not 
to take part in a slow-down or 
pace-making movement, while the 
company, on its own part, makes 
no corresponding agreement to 
avoid the speed-up in any of its 
gui.ses or the establishment of a 
working standard by a pace-mak¬ 
ing process of its own. And the 
employee then gives the company 
the right to serve as complainant, 
prosecutor, judge and jury in an 
action involving his job. 

We next find the employee 
promi.sing that he will not in any 
way molest, intimidate or coerce 
any other employee to join or re¬ 
frain from joining any union. 
“Molestation,” “intimidation” and 
“coercion” are tricky words 
capable of curious interpretation. 
On behalf of labor it has been held 
that coercion or intimidation may 
consist of nothing more than an 
honest remark by the bo.ss in his 
personal relation to an old friend 
in his employ that, in his opinion, 
the union is the bunk or that its 
leaders are a lot of grafters — 
which could be and in some cases 
has been so. 

Employers have resented this 
extreme interpretation, but it has 
been defended by labor neverthe¬ 
less. But now, by a similar in¬ 
terpretation of the .same words, a 
Douglas employee can be fired on 
the mere charge that he passed a 
remark that the CIO was all right. 
The charge may be false or a de¬ 
liberate dodge to get rid of a man, 
since there is nothing in the form 
of individual contract which pro¬ 
vides for an impartial hearing of 
the facts, if any. So there goes 
the employees’ freedom of speech 
and their right to organize, be¬ 
cause, obviously, you can't organ¬ 
ize a union or a lodge of the Elks 
unless you are able to approach 
a prospect and say, "how about 
it, chum?” 

So far, not so good. 

There follow then two articles 
promising to refrain from violence 
or threats of violence to other em¬ 
ployees and the company’s prop¬ 
erty and from sabotage, which are 
all right on their face but still 
subject to the objection that the 
company is the court in matters 
involving its own interest.

HE’S FINED $1.5 

But you ain’t heard nothin’ yet. 
The kicker is provision in article 4 
that in the event of an employee’s 
discharge for violation of any of 
the promises he will forfeit $15 of 
his last pay to the employees’ wel¬ 
fare fund. 

And, finally, for irony, just be¬ 
fore the dotted line on which the 
employee puts his signature is the 
statement, “I hereby voluntarily 
accept these and all other condi¬ 
tions of employment and agree to 
sincerely (ouch! Ed.) abide by 
them. 

Mr. Douglas, in a covering 
statement, refers to all these as 
’’fair and reasonable requirements 
of the company,” and worst of all, 
he undoubtedly believes them to 
be so, having learned no more 
than that from his experience with 
the similarly arrogant though, in 
detail, different tactics of the 
CIO’s professional bulldozers. 
From the pamphlet’s tone of voice 
it is obvious that the company’s 
lawyers felt that they had laid a 
pretty swell egg.

Wall Street starts wild ru- 
more when Roo.sevelt’s fever 
hits 10.3; Prc.sident spares old 
WPA elephant when kids plead 
for her life; congress bombard¬ 
ed by demands for wider spend¬ 
ing to halt slump; Laborites 
wage hot fight for McGrady 
job; Roosevelt stands pat. 


WASHINGTON. — Pres ident 
i Roosevelt was a very uncomfort¬ 
able man at the height of his re¬ 
cent illne.ss. One day he had a 
I 103-degree fever. 

His sickness and pain were 
caused by an ulcerated lower mo¬ 
lar which had been troubling him 
for .several years. When finally it 
went on a rampage, Roosevelt’s 
i jaw and face swelled like a hal- 
I loon and the poi.son from the pus 
sac brought on high fevei* and 
I upset stomach. 

I This condition lasted only a 
I short time, although, beacu.se of 
the extreme sensitiveness of his 
jaw, he could not eat and was on 
a liquid diet for a week. After¬ 
wards Roosevelt laughinglv re¬ 
marked that thanks to his illnp.s.s 
he had undergone a much-needed 
reducing course. 

One rea.son for the delay in his 
recovery was the pionounced in¬ 
flammation of his jaw which pre¬ 
vented immediate extraction of 
the trouble-making tooth. His 
doctors had to treat the inflamma¬ 
tion before the molar could be 
yanked. Afterwards the abcess re¬ 
quired draining and dres.sing sev¬ 
eral times a day. This, combined 
with his fever and inability to 
wear a collar made the medicos 
advise cancellation of the Warm 
Springs trip.

After Roosevelt had been In bed 
several days, Wa.shington news¬ 
men began to he bombarded with 
wild, out-of-town stories regarding 
his condition. 

Most of the rumors emanated 
from Wall Street. One, widely 
circulated in brokerage offices, 
claimed the President had .suffered 
a paralytic stroke similar to that 
which felled Wilson. Another, 
also given seriou.s credence, was 
that Roosevelt had died suddenly, 
and the fact was being kept from 
the public.

FOR MORE SPENDING 

The most significant behind- 
the-scenes development in Wash- 
’ ington toilay is the rising tide of 
sentiment for another shot of 
large-scale government spending. 

I So far this is still in the shush- 
I shush stage. Except for the left- 
j wingers, none of the big-shots as 
vet dare air their views publicly. 
But when they let their hair down, 

, they admit tliat the only imme- 
Idiaie remcfly foi’ the business 
slump is another “pump-priming” 
program. 

Even Secretary Morgenthau, 
most pei'sistent budget-balancer in 
the administration, has told inti¬ 
mates that it may he necessary to 
untie the pur.se strings. 

Root of this change, of course, 
is the growing fear of the deepen¬ 
ing economic reversal. But this is 
not the only factor. Much as they 
might like to spend, the politicos 
would shy off if there w'asn’t pub¬ 
lic pressure for such action. 

Today congress is being hom- 
harrled with all sort.s of demands 
for renewed government spending. 
So impressive is this clamor that 
■senate leaders seriously are con¬ 
sidering a plan to bring it into the 
open. 

And this pre.s.sure exists. 

The proposal they are discuss¬ 
ing seci'ctly is to invite leading 
bankers, eeonomist.s and business 
men to appear before the senate 
finance committee to give their 
views on ways to halt the reces¬ 
sion, revive recovery. Similar 
hearings were held by the com¬ 
mittee in the winter of 19.32 be¬ 
fore the New Deal took office. 

They didn’t produce and pro¬ 
gram tangible, but they did serve 
to present a wide-range picture 
of how busine.ss was thinking.
